Short Wave OuUo^ 
nURINO the last year or so the talk of short wave 
reception and its merits has . been discussed 
by so many people, and i»ndM' a^i>ou^^^^^ so 
many different pretexts', thaV a summai^ 'p^^ 
situation as it stands now is advisable. In the fb!st 
place let it be understood tliat sbort wave reception, 
despite all tbe 'bnperfectlons whlBfa' niàa 
out, is here to stay. It is an uadlsputabU^fietT 

If we look briefly at the history of radio, we 
shall be hnprestKtd by the tact tbB,t, no matter bow 
good the impraveôunts la Us tM have be- 
come, it has always bèen î^ked.^u^ wlib. a sligbt 
•mount of scepticism'. srifen .nôwac|iu^ 
a tbiiig of everyday life, we stiii. look upon it from 
the pehit of view of the almost-mysterious, acoeptbig 
it nevertheless with a great 'deal of tbkt well-known 
human complacency. 

Now short wave reception is not new. It has been 
practised and tested for' a v$ry lonj; Ume, too long 
almoist, before it was put on the market for tbé edïil- 
cation of the world at largé. The large manufactur- 
ing and broadcasthig companies, both on this oon« 
tinent and hi Europe, have had experimental sta- 
tions working on the short waves for quite a wbûe. 
Aiid now, at but, they thUik they bavé the facilities 
to make these waves éoinmérolâlly bamesiàble. It is 
with this view In mind that a laifge number of new 
short wave stations have bilèn o^ned, and that the 
radio manufacturing ixidustty bas gone is for build- 
big short wave sets oo a large scale. 

Now as to reception conditions and possibilities 
on the short wave bands. With the present type of 
oratmercial all-waye reèeiyier the average listener 
can not, and should hot, expnt to" bi^^ aU the 
wave broadcasting stations listed hi bis log. The re- 
ceiver, no matter what the make may be) is capable 
of "pulling in" most of the strong European stations 
with a certain amount of noise attached to them. 
All this, is tiinder^'^rayiranble conditio!^ 
verse cçmditions there is 'nôtlàtig more annoyhig 
than a ''shd(rt' wave receiver. The brand of static 
which it elicits from the air is not the ordhiary 
whlstJllng but a prolonged and . vart-pltched hum- 
ming-whistlirig-bangtag variei;y. ' 

This, however, must be said for the ishort wave 
sets. They succeed in getting reception on this con- 
tlnenii|(diurhig the dfiy tba^i^|a^^ja treat. WHer«as 
fprmeriy; one had' to j^|ÏÎÉ|jr^îèÊrty evening, and 
sometimes even ^àte n1ght;'^ln order to reach New- 
York by radio receiver, nowadaj* this is comjjletely 
chanjsed.
